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The Grendel Saga

committing her to the run south. During those nearly three 

hundred hours of labor I gave her brakes and lights and 
signals and steering and heat and wheels and tires and a single, 
ragged windshield wiper. But I also gave her a bad alternator. In 
return, she gifted me with a wounded transmission that would see 
me groveling in the oil beneath her ten minutes out of every hour 
for the duration of my journey, even after I discovered my failure 
and corrected it. 

During the trip she displayed myopic vision and an uneven 
wear pattern on her new-but-used tires. Then there were the 
worn-but-should-make-it parts I promised I would replace at the 
first opportunity. Modesto provided that chance and I tried to 
kept my promise. 

Sunday, my son and I cleaned the cockpit, removing the rug 
and rubber mat beneath, giving me access to the gear shift which 
had come adrift. I checked it again, tightened it down, put the 
mats back in after cleaning them and checking the brake fluid 
level. In Washington I'd discarded the panels of carpeting glued 
insecurely to the doors; there were no inner panels. Monday I 
continued the process of restoring Grendel’s dignity with liberal 
applications of soap and water, a nicety ignored in the swampy 
climate of the north. Here the day was fair and dry, parts cleaned 
and dried quickly and stayed that way. 

Monday morning, October 16, my son and I went to the 
Harbor Freight outlet for a new 2-1/4 ton floor jack and a small 
three-jaw puller then scoured the junkyards for early Volkswagen 
vans. We didn’t find any but I took a good pulley from a late 
model bug and the axle nuts and washers from a 1968 bus. Richer 
in parts but poorer in pocket, I spent the warm afternoon making 
minor repairs, continued into the aqua light of evening, targeted 
by mosquitoes attracted to my work light, abused by aneighbor’s 
dog who felt I’d chosen a poor place to work. And besides, the 
light was keeping him awake. 

I could not heal Grendel’s bleeding wound, which appeared 
to be the failure of the axle tube retainer gaskets but I did what I 
could to make her comfortable, whispering promises of a new life 
if she would carry me home. 

Ichecked the link pins and found they needed adjustment, as 
did the toe in. Lacking a camber protractor, I was limited in what 
I could do but after adjusting the link pins the toe-in was a 
whopping two inches, explaining the uneven tire wear; it should 
have been about an eighth of an inch. I adjusted it using a pair of 
cedar laths, rolling Grendel back and forth on the level portion of 
my son’s concrete driveway until I was satisfied that the error was 
within reason. 

I adjusted the brakes yet again. The rough drums had been 
ground smooth by the new shoes and accepted a tooth or two of 
further tightening. The front wheel bearings with their ragged 
washers and old fashioned dual nuts and locking tabs received 
careful attention and the installation of new washers and later- 


I Washington I worked on Grendel for four weeks before 


model nuts, the ones secured with an Allen-head machine screw. 

The left king pin consented to six strokes of lube from the 
grease gun, the other fittings one or two, spitting out the old as 
they took in the new. The thousand miles had been an easy jaunt 
for the steering knuckles. 

The small day’s work left me strangely tired, the trip had 
taken an unseen toll. When I played football in high school I 
weighed 185. After twenty years in the Navy I weighed 195 and 
have stayed near that figure in the twenty years since. I now 
weighed 180 and found’ the warm Modesto evening chilly, 
decided to leave the heater wired open. I would be making an 
early start and it would be cold. 

My son, a truck driver for a commercial nursery, is an early 
riser. By six a.m. I was bidding him farewell as he went off to 
deliver a load of trees to Sacramento. I pulled out about twenty 
minutes later heading in the opposite direction, my home in Vista 
being 436 miles to the south. 

Grendel handled much better thanks to the link-pin and 
spindle adjustment. And for the first time I didn’t have to struggle 
to find reverse. But her heater couldn’t cope with the pre-dawn 
cold. Or I couldn’t. One of those. I rolled south wearing a heavy 
shirt, a towel across my knees. I had made an attempt to re-aim 
the headlights but hadn’t liked the result, yet they proved better 
than before, although the lamp on the passenger-side could use a 
bit more adjustment. 

Two hours south of Modesto I pulled off Highway 99, found 
a level stretch beside the railroad tracks and did the Oil Routine, 
by now almosta habit. With the new floor jack it was a breeze and 
I was back on the road in twelve minutes. The tranny took only 
four ounces, the smallest amount so far. I assumed my re- 
torquing of the axle tube retainer plate had reduced the flow of the 
leak and raised my speed to 55. 

Four hours out of Modesto I was just north of Bakersfield 
and Grendel took only eight ounces. My original plan had been 
to avoid the steep Grapevine, taking Tehachapi Pass east into the 
desert, continue south down Cajon Pass so as to approach San 
Diego on I-15 thus avoiding both mountains and the clotted 
arteries of the Los Angeles basin, although doing so would cost 
me an extra two hours. But with Grendel running so well and 
losing so little oil I decided to take the shorter route, crossing the 
120 mile wide Los Angeles basin on I-5. Grendel crossed the 
4,100 foot summit of Tejon Pass with style but at the top she took 
an alarming twenty-one ounces of tranny lube. Worried that I’d 
made a bad decision, I tried to keep her speed down on the long 
descending grades but it proved impossible without riding the 
brakes. Rolling on compression, she maintained between 55 and 
60 miles per hour. Worse was yet to come. Twice I had to boost 
her to 70 to stay clear of traffic as we became a part of the serpent 
of vehicles slithering through the smoggy basin. The tranny noise 
increased, a sure sign of low oil level but there are no rest stops 
in Los Angeles and pulling off the freeway onto surface streets is 
like tumbling into a maze. By the time I found a suitable place to 
refill the tranny I might never find my way back to the freeway. 
I kept on south. 

I was nearly home before I came to another rest stop, the one 
on Camp Pendleton a few miles north of Oceanside. Less than 
twenty miles from home I considered not taking the trouble to

Jalousie Window 
Restoration

Part One: Removal and Disassembly 


jal*oursie (jal'oo-se', zhal'oo-ze') n. [Fr. < OFr. gelosie, jeal- 
ousy]: a window, shade, or door formed of adjustable, horizontal 
slats of wood, metal, or glass, for regulating the air or light 
coming through. 

—Webster’s New World Dictionary of the American Language, 
Second College Edition, 1967 


1965-67 Westfalias had unique, horizontally slatted, windows in 
five of the vehicle’ s six side window openings located behind the 
front doors. Three were installed on the “driver’s” (non-cargo 
door) side and one in each of the two cargo doors. The sixth 
window opening had a stationary piece of glass in front of the 
long closet cabinet. In pursuit of completing the infamous 1967 
Westfalia “Restoration from Heck” the VanBondo tribe decided 
to detail the dickens out of the five slatted jalousie camper 
windows. 

The first step is to carefully remove the delicate metal trim 
pieces from around each of the five jalousie windows. In the SO- 
42 interiors these trim frames were painted to resemble light 
wood. Remove the screws from each corner of the trim piece and 
place in a container. Easily bent, place these fragile pieces in a 
location where they will be safe until they are to be put back into 
service. Next very carefully remove the screen from each win- 
dow. Press on the top of each screen frame sliding it toward the 
roof of the bus. Select a very thin tool, possibly a small standard 
blade screwdriver (only if necessary) and slip it between the 
frame and the bottom of the screen frame and gingerly help it out 
of it’s track. BE CAREFUL as the screen material (if still intact) 
will be real delicate and will rip very easily! The screen frames 
themselves have a tendency to fold and crease if given enough 
pressure. (Been there, etc.) Take your time. Place the screens in 
a secure spot, maybe in an appropriately sized box with the trim 
frames, for later. 

Carefully extract the window frame assemblies themselves 
from the bus. Remove several screws located around the perim- 
eter of each window on the inside of the van. Have a helper on the 
exterior of the bus to prevent the frames from accidentally falling 
to the ground and becoming damaged. Set them aside, out of foot 
stepping range, as they are removed. 

an eliminate or minimize the dreaded rattling or broken 
glass, typical draftiness and tattered, dirty, and dull frames. You 
can have a set of windows that look sharp (either polished or 
OEM) and operate better than new! 

Starting with frames which had the typical thirty plus years 
of dinge on them we disassembled them down to the bare frames. 
Each window frame has one singular stationary piece of glass 
positioned at the top of the frame. Remove the stationary top 
piece of glass via the Phillips head screw on located at either end 
(exterior side) of the frame. Place the pieces in a container. 


Removal of the three main slats of tempered glass should be 
accomplished via the back (top) side of the three pairs of hinged 
aluminum holders. If possible, partially open the window via the 
crank handle. Do not force the handle if it does not want to operate 
freely. If the crank mechanism is stuck or stubborn then remove 
the two screws that hold it to the frame and remove as descried 
below. Hold the window assembly so that the “inside” of the 
window is closest to you. From the inside of each window locate 
the aluminum carrier on each end of the movable glass slats. 
Carefully maneuver the glass away from each pair of rotating 
aluminum holders by slowly and carefully pulling up and toward 
you. Look carefully at the glass and holders to see how the glass 
is installed. Slightly bend the upper portion of aluminum holder 
if necessary to allow the glass to exit. Bend only as much as is 
needed. Do NOT attempt to remove the glass from the bottom 
edge of each pair of holders. I have seen sets of window frames 
ruined by attempts at glass removal by the outer (or lower) end of 
each pair of holders. The aluminum which makes up the rotating 
pairs of holders can withstand only a certain amount bending. 
Radical tweaking of the arms is not justified and will result in 
ruined and worthless frames. Retracting the glass from the frame 
involves a combination of rotating/pivoting the glass slats (via 
handle or by hand after handle assembly removal) to various 
positions and a touch of experience with Japanese puzzles. Take 
your time and look at the frame closely. Remove the glass from 
the top not the bottom. It is unnecessary to majorly bend the 
aluminum holders! You will eventually figure them out. 

We chose to carefully remove the six highly weathered disk 
shaped gray rubber retention (rattle) stoppers on each frame. 
These rubber bumper pieces are located between the glass and the 
lower portion of the interior portion of each holder. If dried to the 
point at which you choose to remove them, try gentle prying with 
a small standard blade screwdriver or small needle nosed pliers. 
The key word to doing these windows is “gently.” 

Next separate the two halves of the main frame assemblies 
by removing the eighteen Phillips head screws from the perim- 
eter of each frame. Gently pry the two halves apart and remove 
the dried putty type material that is stuck on the pieces. Try a 
wood popcicle stick or fat edged wood ceramic tool to prevent 
scratching the frames. 

The last item to be removed is the crank and handle mecha- 
nism assembly. I found that cranking the window approximately 
half way open and removing the two Phillips screws to be the first 
part. The second part is to look in between the main frame and the 
sliding piece that keeps the three slat holders in synch. Wiggle the 
crank handle assembly until the round disk shape (located on the 
end of the crank mechanism arm) that is inserted into the guide 
piece lifts free. Use your finger or the *light* touch of a screw- 
driver to assist if necessary. Donit force anything! Persistence 
and WD-40 or other lubricant is the key. 

Some cultures believe in prayer, meditation, or song to be an 
integral part of any process, Not to get too “groovy” on you but 
you might inject your style of focusing during this window R&R. 
Somehow, a combination of my Navajo (Din’eh) buddy and a 
book to be called the “Zen and the Art of Jalousie Window 
Maintenance” came to mind as I did mine. I eventually found 
myself praying that the task would

stop. But I couldn’t push Grendel even one mile, let alone twenty 
and the tranny noise nudged me toward caution. 

Grendel gulped 27 ounces of lube, more than a quarter of her 
capacity. She immediately quieted down. 

I stopped for the mail at the foot of the drive, parked Grendel 
in the grove below the house. The 436 mile run from Modesto had 
taken ten hours and thirty-eight minutes, a respectable pace for a 
twenty-eight year old Transporter. In good condition. The engine 
had accumulated 1,536 miles since being installed at Shelton, 
during which it consumed a pint of oil. Mileage varied during the 
trip from a high of about 32 mpg @40 mph traveling down the 
Willamette Valley in Oregon, toalow of 27.1 during the last stage 
of the trip when my speed ranged between 55 and 70 mph. 

Ifthese figures seem high it may be due to odometer error and 
the use of P185/70-14 tires. But here is a typical example of the 
fuel consumption method I used: I refueled at Tulare, mileage = 
1173. I didn’t need fuel again until I arrived in Vista, taking on 
10.51 gallons, filling the tank to the same point each time. The 
mileage at that time was 1,459 [i.e., 286 miles traveled]. Grendel’s 
odometer read 99,933 when I drove her away from Shelton, 
Washington; 00012 when I began the run for home. Anyone 
wishing to verify the fuel consumption can calculate the map 
distance between Tulare and Vista. 

Loading myself with baggage and presents, I trudged up the 
hill. I'd stopped at a florist in town for some flowers but my wife 
was still at work. They’!l make a nice surprise for her when she 
comes home. My quick week-or-ten-day trip to Seattle had taken 
six weeks, less one day. 

All journeys end when we reach our destination but the 
journeying remains a thing apart, unique unto itself. Most of us 
make life’s journeys without understanding that the journeying is 
a separate thing. I hope this tale has given you a glimpse of both.

Once we had the frame assemblies removed from the ve- 
hicle, we had to make a decision as to whether to make them look 
stock or jazz them up abit. Inspired by anice mostly original Pearl 
white SO-42 that we saw at both the ’95 and ’96 SOTO Garden 
Grove shows, we decided to polish the frames to a high polish. 
The bus that I refer to is owned by a very nice Hispanic gentleman 
from the San Diego, CA area. He and his family were a delightful 
contrast to the sometimes overly competitive and “poser” men- 
tality that some times exists at shows. Highly polished jalousie 
windows are not stock but they kind of look similar to chrome and 
set off the generally utilitarian nature of the beast when com- 
pleted. Stock, original camper windows of this type have an 
understated satin appearance and look nice also. It’s a personal 
taste thing. The amount of detail that you put into restoring these 
windows is up to you.

‘96 Summit Meeting

olkswagen recently conducted a two day summit meet 

ing of Volkswagen enthusiast organizations and I was 

invited to attend and represent NEATO. This was the 
first time in recent years that a summit meeting including 
Volkswagen of America officials and club officers and promi- 
nent VW event promoter/enthusiasts has been held. 

On the afternoon of May 2nd we began to arrive at Detroit Metro 
Airport and were transported in Eurovans to our hotel near the 
Auburn Hills headquarters of VWoA. Summit participants were 
arriving from all over the United States and parts of Canada through- 
out the day. Amid the cocktail reception, informal introductions to 
new faces were in order, however, for quite a few of us this was like 
a reunion of old friends. Many of the club officers and enthusiasts 
that were assembled for this summit have met and have known each 
other through our VW hobby for many years. Others who have 
conversed only by phone, letter or newsletter could finally put a face 
to the name of their long distance acquaintances. It was quite a 
gathering of dynamic and influential VW enthusiasts who were 
looking forward to speaking frankly with VWoA officers and 
starting a continuing dialog between Volkswagen and the “keepers 
of VW history,” the VW enthusiast groups. 

After a little while we drifted downstairs with many of the 
VWoA officials to the headquarters dining area for a tasty dinner and 
more in-depth conversations. A short presentation was made about 
the development and purpose of this Summit meeting, called “Gen- 
erations of Innovations ’96.” Volkswagen officials are realizing that 
they have a very loyal group of enthusiasts who belong to the many 
independent and national VW Clubs out there. We are passionate 
about our older VW’s, and quite a few of us either drive newer VW’ s 
or will be in the market soon for a new car. In addition to wanting to 
feature their new vehicles a little more to their oldest fans, VWoA 
wanted to know how they could become more supportive of VW 
enthusiasts through the club scene. 


During dinner various Volkswagen officials seated amongst us 
wanted to know more about each of our VW enthusiast Clubs and 
how they might be of assistance to us. They were inquisitive about 
our opinions concerning VWoA and in particular they talked exten- 
sively with us about “the new Beetle.” Many of us were asked about 
our preferences concerning paint colors, upholstery, options, retail 
costs, etc. It seems that they are still fine tuning this model and it was 
emphasized that it would be thoroughly tested before production and 
any release date would be issued. I was glad to hear VWoA officials 
state that they would rather delay the release to make sure that this 
highly anticipated new model was “perfect.” They were adamant 
about not wanting to rush this “new Beetle” to market only to have 
a recall for some rushed imperfection on the car. 

After dinner we lingered and conversed in the VWoA lobby 
among some beautiful VW’s. Several members of the Michigan 
Vintage Volkswagen Club had loaned their beautiful Volkswagens 
to be displayed for the Summit inside the headquarters lobby. Al 
Bulgrinand Greta Van Bree graciously provided their beautiful 1960 
Westfalia Campmobile which represented the Type 2 models. VW 
also had on display their 1946 or ’47 standard Beetle. Now, I’m no 
expert on this era, but while impressive and mostly correct, I’m 
pretty sure that this Beetle didn’t leave the Wolfsburg plant with a 
mid-’60’s vinyl, “dotted” headliner and a few other incorrect items. 
Call me a “nit-picker,” but I wish they would turn a few of us vintage 
enthusiasts loose on this car so that VWoA would have a perfect 
piece of their history on display in their lobby. Well, we eventually 
tore ourselves away from the cars and conversation and made our 
way back to our hotel. 

On Friday morning, we gathered in the lobby of the Hilton 
Suites and were then transported over to the nearby VWoA head- 
quarters to begin the days program of events. First on the agenda was 
an informal breakfast meeting in the Executive Board Room. After 
we were seated, in strolls Mr. Clive Warrilow, CEO of both 
Volkswagen of Canada and America. Clive had our undivided 
attention, because he walked into the room with a small Beetle ona 
leash out in front of him. Actually it was a Beetle fashioned out of 
stiff yellow wire, kind of like a miniature of the famous full-size 
wrought iron Beetles. We were encouraged to continue having our 
breakfast while Clive introduced himself and told us about his 
history with VW and his recollections. As you may already know, 
Mr. Warrilow started with VW of South Africa and during his 26

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years there rose up through the ranks to become CEO of VWoSA. 
Then a few years back he became the CEO of Volkswagen of 
Canada. Recently he also became the CEO of VW of America. He 
spoke rather frankly about the rough times VW had a few years back 
in America and how their poor selling performance led some to 
speculate that VW might eventually pull out of the U.S. market. He 
and others were brought in to review past decisions, to trim their 
costs and workforce (by about 40 percent), to bring in a new ad 
agency, and in general, “re-energize” VWoA. With many changes in 
place and the popular third generation of Golf and Jetta selling well, 
VWoA is again doing rather well. They are planning for the future 
when they will be releasing the “new Beetle,” which is specifically 
targeted forthe North American market. Things appear to be looking 
up for Volkswagen. 

Although it was never clearly defined as such, I believe that I got 
the most from the summit when I realized that our meeting was sort 
of an “ice breaker.” For most of us, we were making the first real 
contact in recent years between the enthusiast world and corporate 
Volkswagen. Everyone needed to get to know each other and hear 
each other’s concerns and opinions. No “earth shattering” changes 
were going to come out of these talks, but a good perspective and 
better understanding was the natural outcome of this first gathering. 
Volkswagen officials seemed delighted with our input and have 
suggested that this become an annual event. As this happens in the 
future, your officers will want to know of your constructive concerns 
and opinions so they can be passed on to VWoA. Now don’t get too 
excited here, VW probably won’t start re-issuing vintage parts as 
many of us might want to suggest. After all, they’ re primary business 
is producing and selling quality new cars with that great German 
road car feel. I can attest to the fact that they’ re doing it right, because 
I'm a delighted owner of a new 1996 Jetta GLS for my own daily 
driver! 

Then our group attended a one hour meeting to discuss Owner 
Relations and other topics. VW previewed their new “Club 
Volkswagen,” a club for owners of new and older VW’s featuring 
aslick newsletter called “Volkswagen World,” discounts on official 
VW regalia, etc. They are exploring a new form of their existing 
Volkswagen credit card on which you could have a picture of your 
own VW on the face of the card! There was much discussion about 
how Volkswagen could fit into the Vintage VW scene, and they 
wanted to know how they could be of assistance to the various VW 
enthusiast clubs. Many of us related how hard it is to get our local 
dealerships to support events to promote new and old VW’s. Some 
of these multi-marque dealerships aren’t even very focused on their 
Volkswagen line. We asked Volkswagen to participate at our shows 
more regularly, and they debuted their plan to set up a nice corporate 
presence at about six major VW shows a year for starters. They will 
set up a large tent, display several of their latest models, give away 
literature and regalia, have a mini theater showing VW films and old 
and new commercials, they will photograph you in a full size, two 
dimensional airbrushed “Concept One” and then give you the 
Polaroid, and just be there to talk about our favorite obsession.

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A Gearheads View of the 


Forty Horse Engine

hile reading an article on 36 hp assembly data and tips 

W I was reminded of the steps I would take and things 

I noticed when I built forty horse and Formula Vee 

engines. The FV engines were based on 40 hp engines and saw 

6000 rpm. I thought I would share some of these steps with the 
forty horse faithful. 

When I hang rods on 36 hp & 40 hp cranks I pay extra 
attention to rod and rod cap alignment. The 40 hp rod bolts go 
through the rod and screw into the rod cap leaving room for the 
bolts to move in the rod bolt hole. I use my set of feeler gauges, 
putting the largest blade that will fit between the rod and crank. 
This pushes both rod halves to one side. When the bolts have been 
lightly snugged, I install the end of the same size feeler gauge, 
twisting it just a bit as this will catch any edges that protrude, 
adjust as needed. Then, after checking the rod for freedom of 
movement, and lightly tapping, if needed, at the matching num- 
bers on the side of the rod as shown in most manuals. Next torque 
the rod and recheck. Remember 40 hp rods don’t have the self- 
aligning capability that later (66 & up) rods have. My average 
time is one hour for four rods. 

The rod to crank side clearance varies, depending on the 
manual you are using; some do not even cover this. VOA gave 
their line mechanics a small book called: With Out Guess Work 
In it the clearance is listed two ways: New tolerance: 1) .007 to 
.0156 ths. and wear limit of .03 for the 36 hp and new tolerance: 
2) .004 to .016 ths with no wear limit listed, for the 40 hp. I have 
used up to .018 ths with no problems. I think its important to 
mention that the pistons get lubricated by the oil that’s thrown off 
the con rods bearings. 

The problems T’ ve seen when reusing 40 hp cases are the cam 
bore wear. This is noticeable just past the cam at the flywheel end, 
and the oil pressure light that can come on at warm idle. There is 
noreplaceable cam bearing in the 36 hp, and in most 40 hp blocks. 
The camshaft sits right in the case itself. You can get heavy duty 
oil pumps for the 40 hp that will keep the light out. Also, Rimco, 
I’m told, bores cases for cam bearings in the forty horse. 

Another tip, you can tell if your case did come with cam 
bearings without splitting the case. The boss, or the raised mating 
surface of the case halves, directly under the fan shroud, will be 
larger than the rest. Were talking about only the part that can’t be 
seen with the fan shroud in place. 

One other thing that comes to mind is the upgrade for the 
forty horse cases. The 1600 cases make good replacements. The 
only dimensional difference is the cylinder opening. On the forty 
horse jug I would cut a groove in the cylinder with a lathe just 
below the base gasket surface. This groove is for an O-ring that 
allows the cylinder to be centered in the slightly larger cylinder 
opening. This way I was able to use the later cases. This was also 
a SCCA legal upgrade for Formula Vee. 

Some of the other things I did to Formula Vee engines were 
to hone the piston pin hole making the wrist pin free floating in 


both the rod and piston. I also increased the skirt clearance by 
honing the cylinder to .004 ths , this lets the piston get the oiling 
and room to grow (heat expansion) that it needs to survive the 
higher rpms and temps that go with them. Speaking of higher 
rpms, not only do I use new valve springs, but I also shim 
underneath them to increase the spring tension. Shims come in 
-030 and .060 thicknesses. I have used two .060 shims or more if 
the valve is deeper in the seat. This increased spring tension 
allows the valve lifter to follow the cam through a broader 
(higher) rpm range without floating the valves. 

The pistons rings are very thick in the old VW engines and 
when the top ring groove has worn it lets the rings flutter. Used 
pistons don’t make power over 4000 rpm even with new rings. 

The available exhaust valves for the forty horse does not 
have the all-important chrome stem. In the past I’ ve cut down the 
head of 1500-1600 cc exhaust valves with the chrome stem for 
moderate to severe duty use, like a Judson Supercharger, or any 
bus used on the highway. I suggest finding somebody, or a shop 
with a lathe for this job. Valve facing machines will not do this. 

The next thing is the cam and the lifters. New lifters are 
different than the originalin that the head is thicker and the lifter 
is one piece, not two. This thicker head is good. The problem is 
the lifter head needs more room. If the clearance from the top of 
cam lobe to lifter is not at least .080 ths., the lifter can, and does, 
hit the case. To correct this I cut the lifter bore with my die grinder 
making a radius at the top allowing the lifter to sit lower. If this 
clearance is too small it can sound just like a rod rap (oh yes it 
can!). 


Some other tips for the hard core forty horse 
faithful 

The original rockers for the 40 hp were a | to | ratio, a good 
simple upgrade is ’67 and up rockers, they had a ratio of 1.1 to 1. 
Asmall increase you say?, try the math. Basically itenhances the 
top 1/3 of the camshaft lobe where the valve is open the widest, 
effectively taking a larger breath with each opening of the valve. 
Later 1.1 to | rockers can be identified by the double forge marks 
just above the rocker shaft. 

Another thing I did was to cut down the much improved 
smaller tip 1500-1600 pushrods making them slightly longer 
than stock 40 hp push rods. This gets the adjuster straight in line 
with the valve stem. Now the adjuster rides way up on its edge, 
also increasing valve lift. I would also go so far as to grind the 
rocker arm surface that faced the valve. This way I could back the 
adjuster off even more, allowing me to use even longer pushrods. 

All this was a lot of work for numerous small gains that could 
make the difference in a tight race class. I wouldn’t even attempt 
to build an SCCA motor as such today, but as a point of reference 
I’ve seen them sell for $1500-$3500, ready to race. Most Vee 
racers know who builds hot engines and what it really costs to 
build one up. 

The cylinder heads are a topic that need an article by 
themself. Gene Berg’s article on heads is well worth checking 
out. 


This article is dedicated to the memory Bill Murdock who lost his 
fight with cancer this past summer. He spent many hours trans- 
lating my thoughts to the finished product you see my name on.
